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Ninety percent finesse, 10 
percent strength. 

That’s what windsurfing in- 
structor Jim Brown says his 
sport takes. But before you 
become proficient at it, there 
can be a lot of falling over and 
getting wet, as many students 
will testify. 

Still, they seem to find the 
sport worthwhile. 

Ken Signorio of Upland has 
such a good time during his 
class in late July that he has 
been windsurfing on his own 
twice since. 

“| was surprised at how well 
| did,” he said. “Il just rented a 
board and took right off.” 

Signorio, 23, was one of the 
students Brown has _ taught 
through the Upland Recreation 
Department's activities pro- 


grams. 
A salesman for Sarcus Ski & 
Sport in La Verne, Brown 


teaches windsurfing privately 
and through recreation depart- 
ments from Rancho Cucamon- 
ga to Pasadena, he said. 

Local classes, like those for 
Upland, are taught at Pudding- 
stone Lake in San Dimas. 

Brown teaches a class of 
three to nine students at a 
time. Before they hit the water, 
he prepares them with prac- 
tice on a simulator — part of a 
board with a sail that sits on 
the ground. Signorio said he 
spent 12 hours on the simula- 
tor, learning how to use the 
wind, how to get up and how 
to pull the sail out of the 
water. 

When it’s time for the water, 
Brown said, his female stu- 
dents often have the advan- 
tage. 

“It’s easier for women to

listen than men. Women rely 
more on what | say,” he 
explained. “The men have a 
feeling that they can do this 
thing because they’re macho 
and they can do it on their 
own.” 

But they can’t, he added. 

Because windsurfing relies 
more on skill than strength, he 
said, women are not at a 
disadvantage. He estimated 
that about 40 percent of his 
classes are made up of wom- 
en. 

While his classes attract 
anyone from age 11 to 70, he 
said that the bulk of his 
students are in the 30-50 age 
range. He said the sport ap- 
peals to that age group be- 
cause it is an ideal form of 
exercise, can be done individu- 
ally and is relatively inexpen- 
sive after the initial investment 
on the board. He said a 
windsurfing board costs be- 
tween $450 and $900, but after 
that there is little upkeep, no 
engine repairs and no fuel. 


“There'e the initial invest- 
ment and beyond that the 
wind is free,”” he pointed out. 


But apart from the financial 

soundness of the sport, Brown 
promised other rewards — like 
enjoyment, if you don’t mind 
getting a little wet now and 
then. 
“Everybody’s out to laugh at 
everybody else,” he said. “One 
student out of the 500 | teach 
a year will have a negative 
attitude.” 

“At the end of my class you 
will be able to sail,’’ Brown 
promised. ‘I’m not saying 
you'll be dry — but you'll be 
able to sail.”’ 0

seismic inventory of older buildings planned 


By Kimberly Heinrichs 


Unlike other West Valley 
cities, Upland has no record of 
how many of its buildings are 
made of unreinforced masonry, 
which collapses easily during 
earthquakes. 


But that is about to change. 

Using some of the $50,000 in 
federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds it will receive 
through the city, the Upland 
Town Center Economic 
Development Corporation plans 
to start a seismic inventory of 
the city’s masonry buildings 
which were built before 1933. At 
that time the state imposed 
earthquake safety standards on 
new buildings. 


Charles Pilcher, vice president 
of R&R Clayton Consultants, 
estimates that between 70 and 
80 buildings in Upland’s older

sections are constructed of 
unsupported masonry — made 
up of brick, block or stone and 
lacking steel supports. His firm 
was hired by the EDC to help 
plan the survey and revitalization 
of the Town Center. 


“We're doing an inventory of 
the entire city,” said Pilcher. 
“Most of them (masonry 
buildings) are in the Town Center 
area anyway. It’s not that much 
more work.” 


While $22,000 of the funding 
will go toward that study, 
$18,000 has been earmarked for 
setting up and administering a 
loan program, Pilcher said. The 
remaining funds will be used for 
contingencies, he said. 

The EDC is looking fora 
lending institution to set up a 
program that would offer low- 
interest loans or some other 
incentive to property owners to

bring their buildings up to par. 
As an added lure, applicants 
also will be able to use the loan 
program to upgrade storefront 
facades, if done in conjunction 
with the reinforcement for 
earthquakes, Pilcher said. 


The survey and proposed loan 
program are parts of the EDC’s 
plan to renovate the Town 
Center for both safety and 
cosmetic reasons. It wants to 
bring shoppers back to the 
downtown area or to attract new 
residents who might not be 
aware that the center exists, 
according to EDC Chairman 
Doug Marr. 


Pilcher said the consultants 
hired with the federal funds will 
begin work as soon as the EDC 
signs a contract with the city.

funds, according to Upland 
Assistant City Manager Mike 
Matlock.

A law passed this summer will 
require that unsafe commercial 
buildings and residential 
buildings with five or more units 
be reinforced. However, the 
state has allowed administrators 
one year to come up with a plan 
and time schedule for 
enforcement of the law, Pilcher 
said. 

“So we don't really know quite 
what will come out of it,” he 
said. 

But the city won't be waiting 
around. 

“We feel that seismic 
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upgrading is a significant issue 
that needs to be addressed,” 
Pilcher said. ‘‘It benefits the 
public as a whole, not just the 
property owner. That’s one of the 
concerns people will have to 
face: the fact that some of these 
buildings aren't too safe.” 

Pilcher also is seeking 
additional federal funds from the 
county, he said, to get the loan 
program under way.

Upland water treatment plant hailed

Groundbreaking ceremonies 
were held Friday for a water 
treatment plant that took 
agencies serving five 
communities about six years to 
get under way. 

The first soil was turned for 
the Agua De Lejos Treatment 
Plant, which will filter and treat 
34 million gallons of Northern 
California water daily for use in 
Upland, Ontario, Montclair, 
Chino and the Chino Hills area. 


e he plant, which is to be 
located on west side of Benson 
Avenue in Upland, between Clark 
and 18th streets, will cost $13.82 
million to build and will be 
completed in about two years. 
Former Upland Mayor John 
McCarthy replaced state Sen. 
Ruben Ayala, D-Chino, as guest 
speaker at the 10 a.m. ceremony.

‘It’s an accomplishment that, 
really, everyone in the West End 
can be proud of,” he said later. 

He noted that formation of the 
Water Facilities Authority/Joint 
Powers Agency, which operates 
the plant, would not have been 
possible without the continued 
cooperation of the three cities, 
the Monte Vista Water District 
and the county water agency. 

McCarthy was the first 
chairman of the WFA/JPA’s 
board of directors when it 
formed in 1981. However, the 
idea began the year before, he 
said. 

“Some interested cities and 
the water district got together 
and we all knew there was a 
need or would be a need for 
supplemental water in the West 
End,” he said. 

Initially, there were problems 
with funding, he said. Because 
of legislation proposed by Ayala, 


a law was passed allowing the 
authority to sell bonds to finance 
the plant. 

About $34.7 million worth of 
bonds were sold last fall for the 
project. Because of the lower 
interest rates available now, the 
authority is scheduled to take a 
final vote on changing the rates 
from variable to fixed later this 
month. 

“Without the help of Sen. 
Ayala we wouldn’t have done 
what we did today,” McCarthy 
said. 

He said several delays while 
some agencies dropped out and 
others considered other 
alternatives resulted in a two- 
year wait for the plant 
construction. 

“We originally envisioned a 
treatment plant on line in 1986,” 
he said. ‘Those delays might, in 
the long run, have been a 
godsend in lower construction

costs and lower bond rates. The 
interest rates are so much lower 
now than two years ago.” 


Indeed, in January 1985 
authority General Manager 
Emmett Lowry was quoted in 
The Daily Report as saying that 
the plant would cost $22 million. 
That was $9 million more than 
the current figure charged by 
Chicago Bridge and Iron Na-Con 
inc., which is constructing it. 


The current figure is also $4 
million under the original 
estimate when the project went 
out to bid, according to Chino 
Councilman Fred Aquiar, board 
chairman. 


“This is a reliable, stable 
source of water. When | say 
reliable and stable it’s because | 
believe when it’s analyzed it’s 
cheaper than drilling wells and 
treating that water,” Aguiar said. 

He added that the Northern

the board. but we'll play just to 
have fun,” she said. 

Gacsi has been playing the 
game, which tests one’s ability 
to build words from seven 
letters, since it was introduced 
in the 1950s.

Because the plant is being 
built in Upland’s higher 
elevation, gravity — instead of 
costly electrical pumping — will 
send the water to its 
destinations. Once there it will 
blend with water from other 
sources in city and agency 
reservoirs, Chino Public Works 
Director Ray Wellington said.

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Doctoring in rural Wyoming Chefsitrom pa 


challenging and memorable 


By Kathy Hall 


When Dr. Orval Bosshardt of 
Ontario set up his first medical 
practice in a remote area of 
Wyoming, he was the only 
country doctor within 40 square 
miles. 

The year was 1935 and the 
nearest hospital was 150 miles 
and three mountain passes away 
from his office in Lyman. 

“| rernember traveling 20-30 
miles to deliver babies born in 
homes, wagons, barber shops 
automobiles or tents,” he said. 

Emergency appendectomies 
were performed on kitchen 
tables and tonsillectomies were 
done at the schoolhouse. 

“| did everything myself, in my 
office with only the heip of a 
neighbor woman. Office visits 
were $1.50, and that included 
medicine,” he recalled. 

He added that there was no 
such thing as a pharmacy in 
those days, so Bosshardt also 
had to prepare the medicines he 
dispensed. He remembered a 
family whose eight children 
made frequent visits to his office 
to request cough elixer. 

“| couldn't figure out why they 
needed so much cough syrup,” 
he said. 

“Then, one day | made a house 
call in the morning and found 
out what they were doing with all 
that cough medicine.” 

The youngsters were pouring 
it on their pancakes. 

Bosshardt said his patients 
sometimes paid their bills with 
chickens, coal, fish, gasoline or 
a pitcher of cream. He often 
received a side of elk or deer in 


exchange for medical services. 

In Wyoming, office hours were 
“round the clock” and roads 
were nothing but muddy ruts 
wandering through rugged 
countryside. 

Once he made a particularly 
difficult trip into the mountains 
to deliver a baby. 

He found the patient lying ina 
sheepcart, attended only by her 
two small children. 

There was no water and no 
stove, so he picked up a syrup 
bucket and brought unsterilized, 
ice cold water from a nearby 
creek. 

Even in such primitive 
conditions, Bosshardt said, the 
delivery went well and the 
mother and baby were both 
healthy. 

The only trouble was the 
thunderstorm he encountered on 
the way back. 

All of the roads were 
completely washed out, so the 
country doctor reached his 
office after a 120-mile trek 
through rain-soaked back 
country. 

In his pocket was all the cash 
the woman could afford for her 
home delivery — $15. 

He later moved to Los Angeles 
and served a short residency at 
Los Angeles County Hospital. 

When he was offered a chance 
to practice medicine at the 
Abbott Clinic in Ontario, he 
moved here in 1941. 

House Calls as far away as 
Chino and Fontana were part of 
his daily routine. 

Looking back over his career, 
Bosshardt said medicine has 
changed a great deal, and not all 


of the changes have been for the 
better. 

He is dismayed that the threat 
of malpractice suits and reams 
of government paperwork have 
“taken all of the joy out of the 
doctor-patient relationship.” 

A half-century ago, 
malpractice suits were unheard 
of, he said. 

There was nothing a doctor 
wouldn’t do for his patients, he 
added, and “‘in those days, a 
doctor was in the same category 
as a minister.” 

He considers this the main 
reason patients today feel they 
are rushed through the medical 
system and house calls are 
unavailable. 

“In order to pay the insurance 
premiums, a doctor has to seea 
certain number of patients in an 
hour. And, of course, if you do 
make a house call, and don’t 
have the right equipment, or you 
happen to miss something...” 

He said that in spite of the 
fact that the doctor-patient 
relationship has generally 
declined during the last half- 
century, he always regarded his 
own patients as personal 
friends. 

He said the hardest decision 
of his medical career was the 
decision to close his practice. At 
the age of 79, he feit it was time 
to retire. 

“Many of my patients have 
been with me for 35-40 years. | 
operated on them, and delivered 
their babies and treated their 
children and eventually their 
children’s children.” 

Now retired, he admits to 
being ‘“‘terribly bored.”

“So if a bus driver makes a 
mistake judging a car’s speed,” 
she said, ‘‘there could be a real 
tragedy.

The return of football to the 
Chaffey College campus may 
just prove the best thing that 
could happen to the Panthers’ 
cross country and track 
programs. 

That may sound somewhat 
confusing, that a full-contact 
sport like football would benefit 
those other non-contact 
programs.

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Nova Scotia: It’s sure nice to meet you |

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia — With 
the dog days of summer 
wagging their soggy tales of 
heat and humidity at us, there’s 
a cool getaway to be made to 
Canada. Toronto, Montreal and 
Quebec come to mind, yes? 
Lovely cities, every one, but 
think farther east. Try Halifax. 
You must give Halifax a try. 

“What made you think of 
going to Nova Scotia?” asked a 
co-worker. Knowing | was 
headed to 75-degree days and 
crisp 55-degree nights — pilus an 
English-speaking province with 
people renowned for friendliness 
— made up part of the answer. 
But what really got me was the 
thought of devouring lobster 
floating in a sea of drawn butter, 
of fresh-caught scallops, of juicy 
pink salmon. 

The words Nova Scotia are 
Latin, meaning New Scotland, so 
it’s no surprise to learn that the 
Scots dominate the eastern part 
of the province, including 
Halifax. The province’s 
population comprises in equal 
parts 30 percent Scotch, Irish 
and British, with the remaining 
10 percent of French extraction. 

The largest Canadian city east 
of Montreal, Halifax has 300,000 
Haligonians (as they call 
themselves), beaches, sunset 
sails, numerous museums, and 
more fine quality restaurants and 
good-time pubs than you can 
shake a maple leaf at. Although 

‘it is the provincial capital, 
Halifax is one of the best-kept 
secrets on the Eastern seaboard. 

Air Canada offers nonstop 
service on weekends from New 
York, otherwise you connect 
through Boston or Montreal. On 
arrival pick up a free copy of 
Metro Guide, available at local 
tourism offices, hotels and some 
restaurants. It’s published 10 
times a year, so event listings 
are current. 

If you're a beach person from 
the word go, then you'll be 
happy to know there are seven to 
hit, plus McNab’s Island in the 
harbor, accessible by ferry. 
Other outdoor recreation 
available includes 14 public 
tennis clubs, canoeing, 
horseback riding and deep-sea 
fishing. 


And for those who like to walk, 
Halifax is a delight. The eye can 
wander far; the architecture is a 
mix of tasteful modern 
skyscrapers — there’s one with 
a weather vane atop — and 18th- 
and 19th-century granite and 
stone buildings that show some 
of the richest evidence anywhere 
of British heritage in North 
America. 


To facilitate walking around in 
all kinds of weather, an enclosed 
pedway connects many 
downtown office buildings, 
shopping mails and hotels — it’s 
an above-the-ground version of 
underground Montreal. 


Walking tours are available, as 
are double-decker bus tours and 
water tours. The bus tour will 
show you the whole city, even 
the low-income housing area — 
which in this city belongs on the 
tour as an example of a city 
that’s done it right. The boat tour 
will take you up Bedford Basin, 
and you’ll see historic sites plus 
the posh areas where the well-to- 
do do very well. 


The people of Nova Scotia are 
a friendly, independent lot, and 
they enjoy meeting their 
neighbors from the south. It’s 
good to keep in mind that if it 
hadn’t been for the British naval 
presence in Halifax — it wasa 
major base of operations during 
the period of colonization — 
many ancestors of today’s 
Haligonians were just itching to 
pitch in on our side during the 
Revolution. You’ll find that 
simpatico spirit brightly alive in 
your encounters. 

There’s plenty to see ina 
concentrated area. Taking in the 
sights from the literal top of the 
city, start with the Citadel, nowa 
national historic park with 
pioneer and military museums. 
The present version of the 
fortress was built in the 1850s as 
the key element to a string of 
defensive strongholds 
protecting the city from naval 
invasion. 


Don’t miss the 48-minute 
audio visual show which gives 
the history of the city and the 
Citadel. After the show wander 
about and enjoy the great views 
of the city that this mountaintop 
perch affords. 


Going down George St. from 
the Citadel you’ll pass the World 
Trade & Convention Centre, 
where the famous Nova Scotia 
Tattoo is held every summer. !f 
you like military pomp and 
circumstance, it certainly is a 
grand show. Those who have 
seen both Say it is every bit the 
equal of Scotland’s Edinburgh 
Tattoo. 


Halifax’ roster of must-see 
attractions is short but 
nevertheless impressive: the 
exquisite Public Gardens, 
modeled after St. James’s Park 
in London; St. Paul’s Church, 
built in 1749 and thus the oldest 
Protestant church in Canada; the 
1843 Our Lady of Sorrows 
Church, which was built ina 
single day by 2,000 men, and the 
Maritime Museum, with beautiful 
scale models of ocean-going 
vessels of the past 150 years as 
well as a deck chair from the 
Titanic and clippings from local 
newspapers about the event. 


Speaking of the Titanic, 154 
victims of that tragedy — 
including some U.S. citizens — 
are buried at St. John’s Fairview 
Cemetery. It’s eerie to see the 
rows of tombstones, all with the 
same death date. 

Here are some tips on where 
to find what in and near Halifax: 


Shoppina: Antique hunters 
have a good supply of colonial- 
era items to choose from in local 
shops, and several shops cater 
to lovers of old books. British 
imports are found primarily on 
Spring Garden Road, and the 
Historic Properties area has the 
tasteful new Scotia Square and 
Barrington Place. Well-made 
woolens from Nova Scotian 
sheep are of high quality anda 
good price can be had gearing 
up now for the cold days ahead 
in New York. Many sales take 
place at this time of year on 
cool-weather wear. 


There’s an abundance of fine 
craft shops: The Eskimo Gallery 
and The Sea Chest show Eskimo 
and Nova Scotian art and 
sculpture, and a recommended 
stop for kids of all ages is The 
Doll House, where stuffed teddy 
bears from England and 
porcelain dolls from England and 
Germany are on sale. 


Want to buy a bagpipe? Then 
head for Plaid Place, where 
you'll also find authentic tartan 
skirts, ties, kilts, blazers and 
vests. 


Fun spots: The Brewery Mall, 
where comedy is on tap most 
nights in a pub called 
Alexanders. Then there’s 
O’Carroll’s, a brick and brass 
eatery and gathering place with 
top flight food and live music. 
The Split Crow Pub on historic 
Granville St. features outdoor 
seating, while the Privateers 
Warehouse on the waterfront in 
the Historic Properties district is 
a triple-layered complex (the 
Lower Deck Pub for drinks and 
mixing, the Middle Deck Lounge 
for lunch and live jazz at night, 
and a posh restaurant on the 
upper level). 


Where to eat: The seafood is 
so fresh that the flavor hits you 
in waves. McKelvies, the Five 
Fishermen and the Clipper Cay 
are all first rate. The culinary 
accent at these and other spots 
is French, and each place offers 
its seafood with a slightly 
different knack. So walk around 
until your feet get tired or your 
eye is pleased, whichever comes 
first. 


Speaking of food takes us to 
the Cafe Maritime in the new 
Halifax Sheraton Hotel, where 
for about $30 per person 
Canadian, you can have a lovely 
meal complete with Nova 
Scotian wines — their red and 
white are both recommended. 

Sunday brunch at the hotel is 
popular with Haligonians as well 
as tourists, and for good reason 
— it’s a bargain-priced $16 
Canadian for all the outstanding 
food you can eat. (Not the least 
of Canada’s attractions is that 
each American dollar is worth 
about $1.30 in Canadian funds.) 
At the brunch you'll be 
surrounded by mussels, salmon, 
herring, fettucini with shrimps 
and scallops, prime rib, ham, 


cold bing cherry soup, crepes 
and omelettes. You won’t be 
buoyant after this one. 

Where to stay: The most 
centrally located hotels of note 
are the Barrington on Granville 
St., with a restored granite 
exterior and modern interior; the 
Chateau Halifax on Scotia 
Square, which is very convenient 
to the shopping areas, and the 
new Halifax Sheraton on the 
waterfront. A tasteful blend of 
muted greens and salmon colors 
with lots of natural light, it’s a 
showcase for paintings and 
sculptures by Nova Scotian 
artists. 

Day trips: Spend some time at 
Peggy’s Cove, a uniquely 
rugged, picturesque fishing 


Continuing down the coast 
another half-hour is Lunenberg, 
where you'll explore the 
Fisherman’s Museum and see 
many fine examples of a 
“carpenter Gothic” houses — a 
Cape Cod with combo Georgian, 
Victorian trim and widow’s 
walks. 

The French were the first 
Europeans to establish a 
“habitation” in Nova Scotia, with 
de Monts and Champlain 
founding a settlement called 
Acadia in 1605. Today it is Port 
Royal, and the original fortified 
structure overlooking the Bay of 
Fundy was reconstructed in the 
1930s by the Canadian 
government. It’s a fascinating qj 
and scenic stop only a few hours 


village centered around wave- 
washed granite-boulders. 
There’s a photogenic lighthouse 
and plenty of local artwork, 
including stone murals by 
marine artist William deGarthe. 
Just down the coast 10 miles 
is Chester, a peninsula on 
Mahone Bay, which has 365 
islands. The view and food at 
The Captains House are not to 


be missed.

How times have changed 


Hippies can’t even find happiness in Woodstock 


WOODSTOCK, N.Y. — There 
are monastery and seminary 
schools tucked behind the 
greenery along the quiet roads 
that lead into this town. High in 
the mountains are Indian burial 
grounds. You can feel something 
soft and holy coming at you 
along the roads. Maybe that is 
what the hippies felt in their 
souls 17 years ago today. 

It happened here, but not 
exactly. The “Woodstock Art and 
Music Festival,” three days of 
rock, peace and love, and a sort 
of eloquent protest against the 
times, actually happened over in 
Bethel, 45 miles away. 
Woodstock town officials 
wanted nothing to do with the 
event. But Woodstock stuck as a 
name because the music 
promoters were from here. 
Hippies, and before them, 
bohemians, had been coming 
here for years. 

Last week, a road crew from 
the town of Bethel went out to 
the site of the festival, which 
took place on wide-open 


farmland, and planted a 
commemorative marker. It took 
17 years to get unanimity ona 
marker from the Bethel town 
Supervisors. 

“Time has a way of smoothing 
things over,” says George 
Nuehaus, Bethel town 
supervisor. ‘We hope we learned 
our lessons.” 

He could have been speaking 
for tiers of generations. The 
romantic vision is that a group of 
hippies came again across Max 
Yasgur’s farm, holding hands, to 
meet the road crew and honor 
the planting of the marker, which 
lies flat like a gravestone. But 
that is not the way it happened. 
There was no fanfare and no 
crowd. The crew just pounded 
the marker into the ground and 
drove off. Maybe Jimi Hendrix or 
Janis Joplin, two Woodstock 
rockers, would have found irony 
in that. But Jimi and Janis are 
dead now. 

Time can be unforgiving. 
America has changed, and the 
hippie movement is splintered. 


One wonders if it is possible to 
once again summon the kind of 
raw human passions that 
created Woodstock. 

“If hippies came here today,” 
says Barbara DiBernardo, who 
works in a Woodstock jewelry 
store, “they would starve.” 

Well, hippies still come 
through, traveling like soldiers 
on some misbegotten mission. 
They are the hippies of the ’80s, 
and their road is rougher than 
it’s ever been. Age has crept up 
on many of them. While they can 
still go gently into nights, the 
wear is obvious. The politics is 
painful, too: This is the age of 
Gramm-Rudman and not 
Aquarius. 

Back then, when America was 
awash in controversy, hippies 
led the search for truth. Vietnam 
was raging. Hippies showed up 
at the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago to 
protest. Mayor Daley and his riot 
policemen were waiting. Biood 
spilled and poets cried. 


When Lyndon Johnson said he __ 


wouldn’t seek reelection, the 
peace movement had a victory. 
Then came Nixon. Watergate 
followed fast, and the shame of 
that event was pushed up under 
every American’s nose. Hippies, 
with their long hair and wise 
sayings, gained a kind of 
acceptance. It was as if they 
knew it would all happen. They 
were like descendants of Walt 
Whitman, lurking with their 
knowledge, crossing the streets 
and giving the peace sign. But 
their particular vision was never 
as well accomplished as it was 
imagined. Today, yesterday 
seems so far away. 

It is 8:30 in the morning and 
Bruce Gibson of Woodstock is 
standing on Tinker Street, the 
main street, under a nook of 
shade, panhandling. He is a 46- 
year-old hippie, climbing up on 
the age of 50, and still staring 
defiantly at the world. Bruce 
Gibson came out of Greenwich 
Village back in the late ’50s and 
early ’60s, out of that Jack

Most of the casualties have occurred 
because of achronic lack of reader interest 
that caused advertising revenues to

A Claremont McKenna 
College professor has found a 
way to satisfy America’s 
craving for seafood and ease 
the Third World protein 
shortage at the same time. 

Robert Feldmeth, director of 
the college’s Natural 
Resoucres Analysis Group, is 
experimenting with growing 
two kinds of fish, the warm- 
water African perch and 
rainbow trout, a cold-water 
fish, to make it possible to 
grow them where they couldn't 
be grown before — even in 
salty waste water that runs off 
farm fields. 

“There’s a protein shortage 
in the Third World (Africa, Asia 
and Latin America) and fish is 
becoming more desirable in 
the American diet,” Feldmeth 
said 
“These would make great 
steps to providing protein for 
nutritionally-deficient people.” 

Feldmeth won a $10,000 
grant from the Charles A. 
Lindbergh Fund in 
Minneapolis, Minn., to study 
whether African perch (also 
known as tilapia) and rainbow 
trout can be grown in 
| agricultural waste water by 

farmers in hot climates. 

In a laboratory in the 
basement of the college’s Joint

College Board recently show 
that average college expenses 
will go.up 6 percent in the 1986- 
87 academic year. 


a half-pound fish out of the 
tank, and explained the fish are 
edible when they reach a % or 
one-pound weight. 

He said most warm-water 
fish aren’t too tasty. The 
African perch, on the other 
hand, grow to full size in six 
months in warm water, and still 
taste good. 

Behind the heavy doors of a 
refrigerated room, Feldmeth 
has an experiment going with 
groups of small trout living in 
different tanks. In one tank, the 
temperature changes. 

In another tank, the trout are 
fed pellets, while others munch 
on inexpensive freshwater 
crustaceans. 

Aside from the limitations of 
the available water supply and 
the rigors of the climate, 
another problem impoverished 
Third World farmers face is 
food to feed the fish. To get 
around that, Feldmeth’s 
experimenting with different 
species of algae, so farmers 
can grow their own food for the 
fish. 

“We really feel we've come 
up with a viable concept,” 
Feldmeth said. 

The concept is catching on. 
After an article about his 
project appeared in a local 
newspaper, Feldmeth said, a 
man who was visiting from 
Mexico dropped by his office 
to learn more about it.

Much-heralded Wine Boom 
didn’t materialize in 1980s

In five short years, wine 
coolers have dramatically 
changed the way the American 
wine market does business, and 
for many in the industry they 
came not amoment too soon 

If you had missed the news, 
the 1986 American Wine Market 
Review:and Forecast, to be 
published later this month (end 
of August) by the trade journal 
Impact, will fill you in: the 
famous Wine Boom is hereby 
officially kaput 

You remember the Boom, of 
courseb Circa 1979, the 
optimists 
{including me) believed that wine 
faced nearly limitless horizons in 
this country 

The 1980s wouid be the 
decade when America would 
become a wine-drinking nation in 
the sense of feeling comfortable 
with wine instead of viewing it 
as a social challenge to be met 
with forced gallantry and high 
school French. Chalk one up for 
the pessimists 

The wine boom of the 1970s 
was based on table wine, aterm 
used here in its trade sense to 
mean still wine under 14 percent 
alcohol, whether Chateau Petrus 
or Carlo Rossi. 

Table wine is the type of wine 
that we most often match with 
food, mix in spritzers and study 
in adult education classes. By 
1970, table wine was the largest 
wine type in America, 
accounting for half of all the 
wine sold, according to Impact 
The rest was largely divided up 
between dessert and pop wines, 
with a smaller portion of 
sparkling wine. 

Then the Big Boom. Wine, 
wine, wine — by 1980, table wine 
consumption nearly tripled and 
the overall wine market nearly 
doubled. With shipments of 
152.1 million cases in 1980, table 
wine represented three out of 

every four bottles of wine in 
America. The 1980s seemed to 
promise, at the very least, full 
employment for wine writers. 
instead, to the head- 








scratching wonderment of the 
large producers and importers, 
table wine became the little 
engine that couldn't. 

Very fine wines like classified 
Bordeaux and the more 
expensive smal! producer 
American wines will always 
operate on their own separate 
momentum. For the big players, 
however, 1985 was not much fun 
in the table wine business. After 
a marked slowdown in growth 
over the previous two years, 
table wine plummeted last year, 
losing 6.5 percent from 1984 
volume levels. 

View it as you will, the news 
was not rosy, Of the top 10 
selling table wine brands, only 
one — Sebastiani — showed 
growth last year, as even super- 
successful brands like Gallo 
took it on the chin. California 
table wine, the real muscle 
behind the ex-Wine Boom, 
dropped for the first time in 
memory. 

Imported wine had bolstered 
table wine sales for years, but 
imports were down last year too. 
The giant import brand Riunite 
had its own problems, of course, 
but all the imports were hurt by 
the weakened dollar and by what 
appears to be a general malaise 
affecting table wine sales. 

What is behind the Impact 
figures? There is no doubt that 
the lobbying efforts in support of 
raised drinking ages, stiffer 
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drunken driving penalties and 
other measures have had a 
profound impact on the whole 
alcoholic beverage industry. 


As Impact notes, beer and 
distilled spirits sales are also in 
the deep doldrums. A particular 
problem for table wine, however, 
has been one of explanation. 
American consumers by and 
large have simply never gotten 
comfortable with the ins and 
outs of ordering wine. 


The glowing hope had been 
that a large and educated wine- 
consuming public would trade 
up to ever more ambitious 
purchases, Chalk up another one 
for the pessimists. 


The wine-drinking public has 
in fact traded. Although table 
wine represents 65 percent of 
the industry's business and 
table wine was down, 1985 was 
actually a banner year in the 
American wine market. 


As the Impact figures show, 
there were really two wine 
markets last year: wine coolers, 
and everything else. With wine 
coolers, wine gained nearly 5 
percent; without them, wine lost 
nearly 6 percent. 

Invented computer-company 
style — by two “geniuses” at 
home — barely five years ago, 
California Cooler ushered the 
idea of wine and fruit juice into 
the big time. 
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area colleges, Harvey Mudd 
College, reported an 8 percent 
increase to $10,200. 


While the college’s technical 
engineering and science 
laboratory equipment is 
expensive, Dean of Faculty Sam 
Tanenbaum said it doesn't 
account for the tuition increase 


As with many colleges

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Wild burros find 


refuge on farm 
of Chino woman 


By Laurence Loewy 


Doris Gebhard says she and 
her 30 wild burros have an 
understanding — she takes care 
of them and they take care of her 
weeds. 

For the last three years, the 48 
year-old Chino resident has 
hosted more than 300 burros and 
eased them into adoptions on 
her seven-acre farm off Chino 
Avenue. 

Her latest herd came from 
Death Valley. 

“The park service at Death 
Valley National Monument 
decided to stop shooting the 
animals and do a live removal. | 
think they figured we were 
coming after them next,” said 
Donna Gregory, spokeswoman 
for the Fund for Animals. That’s 
a national non-profit animai 
rights organization based in New 
York. Gregory works out of the 
Ramona office. 


Gebhard first got invoived with 
the fund when she decided to 
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adopt two jacks (male burros) for 
her two granddaughters — now 
5 and 8 years old. 

She hooked up the family’s 
horse trailer and drove north to 
Ridgecrest, near China Lake to 
pick them up. 

The long drive got Gebhard 
thinking, “It took all day to get 
there. | thought if people have to 
go this far to get them, why don’t 
| keep them on my property — 
it’s closer,” she said. 

So the 10-year Chino resident 
offered her agriculturally zoned 
land as an adoption facility to 
the fund’s burro salvage project 
and subsequent ‘“‘Adopt-A- 
Burro” program. 

Now Gebhard has 30 Death 
Valley burros, 12 of which will 
soon be shipped to the fund’s 
600-acre ranch in Texas. 

“The burros make a wonderful 
pet once you get them tamed. 
They’re just like a big dog,” said 
Gebhard.

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Lifestyle change key to good health 





Pacific Northwest's first five- 
mile running and walking event 
for adults age 50-plus. Here he 
delivered an evening workshop 
on positive health and then led 
more than 200 runners and 
walkers in the special race event 
at the Providence Point 
retirement community 
development. 

An author of books on health 
and fitness and medical editor/ 
columnist for The Runner 
magazine, Sheehan, 67, 
competes in running events 
around the world (holding many 
age-group records) and has 
finished the rugged Boston 
Marathon 21 times. His 1984 
book for Simon and Shuster, 
“The Dr. Sheehan Book on 
Fitness,” is in high demand by 
health-conscious adults of all 
ages. 

“There has been adrop in 
mortality rates due to heart 
problems,” states Sheehan. 
“The pace has been falling since 
1968 — about 40 percent of that 
due to the miracles of medicine, 
and 60 percent due to change in 
lifestyle. 

“The change in lifestyle is the 
key — and that means exercise 
and the proper diet.” 

The three key points in Dr. 
Sheehan’s recommended 
program include: 

Exercise. “Start now to walk 
30 minutes four times each 
week. It is an achievable 
program.” 

This program, according to Dr. 
Sheehan, benefits most all of the 
basic muscle groups, causes a 
limbering of the body, brings 
fresh oxygen into the system 
and is great for the heart. You 
will also find, in the effort, a 
clearing of the mind that will be

But Eddie Fitzgerald’s students at the Well 
Being in San Diego aren’t doing aerobics or 
weight training or calisthenics. Not exactly. 
Instead, they’re acting out a hybrid of all three — 
choreographed to upbeat music, designed to 
keep the heart dancing vigorously in the training 


zone. 


Aerobic Circuit Training, they call it. ACT for 


short. 


It very well may be, says Fitzgerald, the 


aerobics class of the future. 


“It combines cardiovascular training with 
muscle strengthening and agility,” she said. “And 


best of all it’s time-efficient.”’ 


ACT was devised by instructors at Dr. Kenneth 
Cooper’s Aerobic Research Institute in Dallas, 
where Fitzgerald underwent 80 hours of 
instruction before introducing it to San Diego. 

“I’m a nut on different types of aerobics 
classes,” said Fitzgerald, an instructor for six 
years. ‘Jacki Sorensen took dance steps and put 
them to music. Aerobic exercise classes put in 
jogging-in-place and lots of arm movement. With 
ACT I’ve combined the two and added a seven- 
station circuit and calisthenics. It’s neither 


good for your overall mental and 
physical being. 

Quit Smoking. This is a must, 
as smoking is a key to both heart 
disease and cancer. 

“If you have trouble quitting,” 
states Sheehan, ‘‘take a walk 
even more often. Your new 
sense of how good you are 
starting to feel can be a positive 
catalyst to quitting. | have seen 
this happen again and again, 
that by taking the first step 
toward positive health through 
even the simplest of exercises 
like walking, you will find it 
easier to quit smoking 
completely.”’ 

The doctor’s statements were 
emphatic on the point, and he 
related a series of examples 
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tegged creatures is easier when 
they're young, said veterinarian 
Tom Worthington, who has 
volunteered to help trim and file 
the burros’ hooves and to 
vaccinate them. 

“It usually takes three to four 
people to do the job: One guy 
ropes the burro, another holds it 
down, and | slide in and poke it 
before it pokes me,” he said. 

Worthington said the animals 
are prone to respiratory diseases 
and parasite problems caused by 
the stress of being captured, 
transported, and confined to 
small areas. 

Gregory said the fund 
reimburses people who run 
adoption facilities for health 
costs and provides them with 
alfalfa hay, the bulk of which is 
grown on the organization’s 600- 
acre ranch in Texas. 

Owners, she said, buy their 
own feed, which averages a 
dollar a day, plus there’s an 
adoption fee, ‘‘We sell pregnant 
jennies for $100, but mothers 
and babies must be adopted 
together. Jennies with baby girls 
go for $150, mothers with baby 
boys sell for $125, and jacks go 
for $50.” 

Gregory said fees result in a 
more serious commitment from 
people who adopt the animals. 

“They (prospective owners) 
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have to understand that they are 
getting a wild animal nota 
domesticated pony,” she said. 
Despite the responsibilities 
involved, Worthington said 
owning a burro is becoming a 
trend in California. 

“Most (of them) are going for 
pets, others are going for pack 
(duty). People go hiking and take 
an animal with them to carry the 
food and the tents,” he 
explained. 

Gregory said the fund has 
restrictions on what one can do 
with a burro. Applicants to adopt 
must receive prior written 
consent and an interview; must 
list a veterinarian and can’t use 
the burro for any commercial 
enterprise such as a ‘beast of 
burden’. 

About their temperaments 
Gebhard said, “I’ve never had 
one kick or bite anybody. My 
grandchildren ride some of them 
with halters and feed them treats 
like carrots by hand all the 
time.” 

With burros, emphasizes 
Gebhard, the owner makes the 
difference. “There are mean 
horses and there are mean 
people but I’ve never had a mean 
burro. You just have to work with 
them,” she said. 

She’s had her patience tested. 
Once, three years ago, she was 
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Fitzgerald.

Part of the problem was that 
burros bray louder and earlier 
than horses. 

Burros are about the size of a 
pony and they usually have 
cross-like markings on their 
backs symbolic, Gebhard 
suggests, of Christ, who rode on 
one.

And when we do the low-impact floor exercise, 


“If the students are moving to every beat, I’m 
controlling their heart rates. We're trying to work 
them at 70-75 percent of their maximum.” 

Midway through the class, participants take a 
talk test. “If they can’t say their Social Security 
number or their mother’s maiden name 
comfortably, they’re working too hard,” said

“At our age — whatever that 
age is — our ability and 
performance are determined by 
our own expectations.

“Get up and get away from the 
TV tube.

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A curved cabinet scraper 
works extremely well for the 
final shaping of bowls and 
other faceplate turning pro- 
jects.

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There’s more than gold 
for visitors to Nome 


NOME, Alaska — The June 
sun was shining brightly at 
midnight, some hardy swimmers 
were braving the icy waters of 
the Bering Sea and several other 
people were working hand- 
operated sluices or panning in 
the hope of finding gold on the 
beaches here. 

Never mind that thousands of 
fortune-seekers have sifted the 
black sands almost continuously 
since the Nome gold rush of 
1899. They included such 
historic figures as Wyatt Earp, 
who prospected in Juneau and 
Nome after he quietly left 
Tombstone, Ariz., after the 
gunfight at the OK Corral. 

Modern-day prospectors 
believe there is always the 
chance they will find a handful 
of gold dust the earlier searchers 
overlooked. Just a few years 
ago, according to an often- 
repeated story, someone found a 
nugget weighing more than an 
ounce under a piece of 
driftwood. 

“Rotate that pan a little 
faster,’ urged Nils Swanberg, 
who continues to operate a gold 
claim established by his father. 
He also gives lessons in how to 
pan for gold to tourists and 
others hoping to strike it rich. 

After splashing muddy water 
on my clothes, | saw nothing but 
sediment at the bottom of the 
pan. 

“There’s gold there,” 

~ Swanberg declared, grabbing the 
pan from my hands and 
scooping up some more sand. 
Sure enough, after expertly 
swirling the mud and water, he 


pointed to a few bright yellow 
specks. “Now you find your 
own,” he said, refusing to let me 
have a souvenir. 

By 1901, gold hunters took $3 
million in gold dust from the 
beaches that ran alongside 
Nome and for several miles on 
the Seward Peninsula, just 30 
miles below the Arctic Circle. By 
1911, the figure had reached $20 
million. And that’s when gold 
sold for $15 an ounce, compared 
with today’s price of about $383, 
and Swanberg is convinced the 
price eventually will return to the 
1980 record of $875 an ounce. 

Today the beaches, the moss- 
covered tundra and low rolling 
hills resemble a former 
battlefield. Rusting dredges, 
pipes, steam boilers, steel 
wheels and other abandoned 
mining machinery litter the 
landscape. There also are 
numerous piles of rocks from 
sluices, trenches and assorted 
holes dug by miners over almost 
a century, making walking 
across the land treacherous. 

Even though the peninsula is 
treeless, driftwood is acommon 
sight on the beaches. Some say 
the grotesquely twisted wood 
originated in Siberia, which lies 
not far to the west. In fact, air 
travelers to Nome can see the 
coastline of the U.S.S.R. just 
before their plane descends to 
the city’s modern airport. 

The Alaska Gold Co., which 
operates one of the world’s 
largest gold dredges, is the last 
big commercial mining firm in 
the area. But hundreds of 
individual prospectors still roam 


the area in search of an 
overlooked lode. 

After two Swedes discovered 
gold near the site of present-day 
Nome, the city sprang up 
overnight, first as a collection of 
hundreds of tents on the beach 
and later as a collection of 
wooden houses, stores, hotels, 
churches, saloons and brothels. 
Within two years, the city’s 
population soared to a peak of 
20,000, despite subzero 
temperatures and endless nights 
during the winter months, 
fearsome ocean storms that 
periodically battered the area 
and hordes of mosquitos in the 
long summer days. 

Fewer than 4,000 people live in 
Nome today, about 60 percent of 
them Eskimos and other Indians 
who migrated there in recent 
years, 

It’s easy to walk around Nome 


and think of the history and the ~ 


famous people who lived there 
or passed through: Jack London, 
Will Rogers and Wiley Post, 
Roald Amundsen and Jimmy 
Doolittle, who grew up there and 
later achieved fame by leading a 
bombing raid over Tokyo in 
World War Il. 

Only Front Street, the main 
business street that runs along 
the coast, is paved, and itisa 
favorite thoroughfare in the 
summer for teenagers with 
three-wheel all-terrain bikes. 
Dust biows during the dry 
summer in the other streets, 
which contain both wooden 
shanties and expensive houses. 
A seawall of rocks, built after a 
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Kerouac era, beatniks and poetry 
at 2 a.m. He was a “hippie” 
before the word took hold. But it 
is morning now and he is hungry. 

“You can call me a holy 
beggar, without any question,” 
he says. His hands shake a little 
and he coughs. There are two 
combs in the breast pocket of 
his suit jacket. There is a book of 
Chinese proverbs in his shirt 
pocket. And there are many tines 
in his face. 

He remembers when he first 
came here. It was 1963. “I came 
up here and saw that mountain 
and was completely taken.” He 
moved onto the mountain. ‘I had 
a commune. That whole period 
was extremely euphoric. Dylan 
moved here. Richie Havens 
came. | knew Richie when he got 
his first guitar.” 

Gibson had three marriages go 
bust. ‘‘My lifestyle is too rugged 
for a marriage to last,” he says. 
Last winter, he was down in 
Tampa, staying warm. The 
Woodstock winters can be cruel. 
In Tampa, he did some volunteer 
work with retarded kids and 
some music video work with 
local bands. 

There was a time, he is saying, 
when he was more warmly 
accepted out there on the road. 
“The rise of Lyndon La Rouche 
and these Bible-belt crazies 
make it harder to travel in some 
areas.” President Reagan, he 
says, is no comfort. “We'll 
always be outlawed by a Reagan- 
type administration.” 

Woodstock was once like a 
good blanket. But lately he’s 
seen shop owners glare at him 
with that don’t-come-in-here 
look. “The town has been 
turning into a little 
Westchester.” He accuses town 
officials of hypocritically living 
off the Woodstock name and

getting rich off the tourist trade. 

Carol Harder, deputy 
supervisor of Woodstock, denies 
that the town is living off the 
Woodstock festival. She 
acknowledges a conservative 
trend in Woodstock. “A lot of 
those young people who came 
here in the 60s stayed. Now 
they’re property owners and very 
conservative.” 

It is a lovely old town, and 
smack in the middle is the 
Woodstock Green. By noon they 
have gathered on the Green, 
relics from the past, just plain 
hippies. 

“| wasn’t here in the ’60s,” 
says Isis, giving no last name. “‘ 
was one of those people doing a 
material world trip.” Just before 
selling off all her material 
possessions 10 years ago and 
bolting Salem, Mass., she took a 
course in parapsychology, “and 
it opened me up.” Out on the

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‘Control of fleas quite a challenge

Q. Every summer, our 8-year-old dog 
suffers a great deal due to fleas. We have 
tried sprays, collars and tags. Although 
helpful, none of these completely controls 


the fleas. 


I've heard there is a tablet that can be 
fed to dogs to control fleas. Are these more 


effective? 


A. Control of fleas during the warm, 
humid months of the year is usually quite a 
challenge. An explanation of how fleas 
reproduce and spread will aid in discussing 
the control of these persistent pests. 

An adult female flea usually feeds on 
the dog’s blood for several days. After this 
period of feeding the female flea lays 


severai hundred eggs. 


While the dog scratches or just runs 


about, some of the eggs fall to the ground. 
If the dog is inside, the flea eggs will infest 
the carpet or rugs. The flea eggs hatch in 
approximately one week. The flea larvae 
then turn into adults in another nine days. 
Adult fleas are able to jump great 
distances and can move easily from one 
animal to another. They can also reside in 
the yard, carpet or in the pet’s bedding. 
Fleas can live for weeks to months and are 
able to survive for long periods without 


feeding on animals. 
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storm flooded the downtown 
area, stands over the beaches 
where the first gold discoveries 
were made.

Women 
sledders have won the races in 
the last two years. 

Incidentally, it’s disillusioning 
for one who grew up listening to 
Sgt. Preston of the Yukon on 
radio to learn that, while the 
sledders are called ‘“‘mushers,” 
they don’t yell “mush” for the 
dogs to get moving. 

Joe Garney, who raises and 
trains 30 huskies near Nome and 
came in second in the 1985 race, 
smiled when asked how he felt 
about losing to a woman. “‘It 
wasn’t too bad, since the winner

he doesn’t plan to enter the

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Fleas irritate dogs by biting their skin to 
suck blood and by inducing an allergic 
reaction to a chemical found in the flea’s 
saliva. These irritations cause the dog to 
itch and then scratch. 

There are many products available to 
control fleas. There is a great amount of 
variation in the effectiveness of each 
product among different pets. In other 
words, what works well on one pet may not 


be effective on another pet. Weekly 
medicated shampoos or dips are effective 
in many situations. 

Dips are insecticides that are appiied to 
the dog’s coat as a liquid and then allowed 
to dry, leaving a residual insecticide. Dips 
should be used exactly as recommended by 
the manufacturer. If a dip is used following 
a bath, it is best not to use a flea shampoo. 
The mixture of insecticides may be toxic for 
your dog. Dogs should be allowed to dry 


completely following a dip.

Flea sprays and powders may be used 
instead of dips or baths. Many dogs can 
wear collars or medallions coated with flea 
repellants. They usually are effective in mild 
cases of flea infestation.

Time ceased publication of 
Science-86, and merged its 
subscribers with Discover’s own 
circulation of about 850,000, 
creating what Carey and James

“America’s largest and most

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Crossover trend continues on pop music scene 


In the music industry, the 
buzzword is crossover. 

For the layman, however, the 
more accurate term might be 
salt-and-pepper playlists, a 
mingling of black and white 
artists on the pop music 
airwaves that — thanks to 
changes in musical approach 
and record company strategies 
= is healthier than ever. 

= Tune into any top 40 station, 
and you'll hear Jermaine 
Stewart’s “We Don’t Have to 
Take Our Clothes Off” playing 
next to Madonna’s “Papa Don’t 
Preach,” Klymaxx’s “Man Size 
Love” alongside Huey Lewis & 
the News’ “‘Stuck With You,” 
and Lionel Richie’s “Dancing on 
the Ceiling” hoofing it next to 
Wham’s “The Edge of Heaven.” 
it recalls the mid-’60s heyday of 
Motown or the mid-’70s disco 
boom, but it’s happening now, 
and industry trend-watchers 
don’t think it will be going away 
this time. 

“The public is accepting what 
everybody is doing now, black 
and white,” said Louil Silas, a 
vice president for the rhythm and 
blues division of MCA Records, 
which has New Edition and 
Ready for the World, among 
others, on its roster. 

“People tend to forget that 
‘pop’ music is short for popular 
music. Whatever is popular is 
going to be played and is going 
to be accepted. We’re going to 
be at this level (of crossover) for 


quite a while.” 

The current crossover boom 
began two years ago, when 
performers such as Michael 
Jackson, Prince, Richie, the 
Pointer Sisters, Kool & the Gang 
and Tina Turner were dominating 
the airwaves as well as the 
general pop charts in influential 
industry trade magazines like 
Billboard and Cash Box. At one 
point, six black artists held 
spots in the top 10 singles chart, 
and six were in the top 10 
albums, the largest crossover 
ever. 

At the time, Billboard chart 
reporter Paul Grein noted, 
“Today’s black artists 
thoroughly transcend that 
category and are among — 
indeed, are — the top artists in 
pop ... equally at home on pop 
and black radio.” 

That observation is as true 
now as it was then, and the list 
of black artists in the pop 
mainstream — including the 
aforementioned and acts like 
Sade, Whitney Houston, Jeffrey 
Osborne, Morris Day, Janet 
Jackson, Billy Ocean and Run- 
D.M.C. — has only grown since. 
The reasons are several, but they 
can be traced to the musical 
courses these performers have 
taken, record companies’ new 
attitude, and the resurgence of 
top 40 radio as a vehicle for 
playing all styles of music. 

Black pop musicians have left 
the parameters dictated by their 


rhythm and blues predecessors. 
What they’ve done is take the 
basics — primarily danceable 
beats — and put more pop- 
oriented melodies over them, 
including plenty of catchy 
hooks. 

As Billboard’s Grein wrote, 
“They're coming up with mass- 
appeal records that fit a variety 
of formats ... As such, they have 
more in common with Huey 
Lewis & the News and Billy Joel, 
who also have the knack for 
turning out widely playable hits, 
than with veteran R&B figures 
like James Brown and Wilson 
Pickett.” 

Former Bitter Sweet Alley 
leader Gary Spaniola, who just 


finished producing Ready for the 


World’s second album, 
explained, ‘‘A lot of them are 
getting back to melody rather 
than just the mindless beats. 
Anyone can flip on adrum 
machine and go boom-bah, 
boom-bah. Now they’re getting 
back to the basics of 
songwriting, a good chorus and 
a good verse.” 

But it has still taken a shift in 
record company philosophy to 
get these more pop-oriented 
songs played on radio. After the 
disco fad, radio segmented into 
factions, and black and white 
artists were relegated to 
separate stations. 

“Just because an artist has 
black skin doesn’t mean he’s 
relegated to just a black 


Philadelphia mourns loss 


of Franklin Institute library 


PHILADELPHIA — The library 
of the Franklin Institute, once 
ranked among the nation’s finest 
collections of scientific and 
technical materials, is being sold 
off and given away. By the end of 
the year, it will be radically and 
irrevocably dispersed. 

This week, the institute 
completed a sealed-bid auction 
for 47,000 volumes of its pre- 
1945 books; most already have 
been carted away by successful 
bidders. 

On Sept. 12, a public auction 
will be held on the 2,000-3,000 
finest volumes remaining in the 
rare-book collection. 

Another sealed-bid auction 
will be held soon forthe 
institute’s unique collection of 
trade and manufacturing 
catalogues. Its collection of 
scientific periodicals and 
journals also will be sold. 

By the end of the year, the 
collection of U.S. patent 
documents and materials will be 
transferred to the Philadelphia 
Free Library. 

And finally, taking a page from 
Filene’s Basement in Boston, 
the institute will deal off any 
remaining books to the public at 
an ongoing sale, with the price 
dropping every day a book 
remains unsold 

The sale has caused 
considerable dismay, to say the 
least, in Philadelphia’s normally 
decorous and collegial rare-book 
and library community 
Librarians at other institutions 
>t because large 
quantities of rare materials, 
many of which are not 
icated in other local 
ctions, will be leaving the 
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They say they were not given 
an adequate opportunity to 
mount an effort to keep the most 
precious materials here. And 
they contend that the institute, 
which is privately owned but sits 
on city land and receives 
substantial amounts of public 
money, is somehow violating its 
responsibilities to the public. 

“It’s an outrage that these 
things are leaving Philadelphia,” 
said one prominent librarian 


who, like many of his colleagues, 


spoke only after being assured 
of anonymity. “They were 
bought with Philadelphia money 
by Philadelphians for 
Philadelphia. It’s an awful 
shame.” 

Officials at the Franklin 
Institute acknowledge the 
trauma of the sale and say they 
embarked on such a Course only 
after considerable soul- 
searching. But they argue that 
they do not have the resources 
to care for a large collection of 
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books, many of which are 
deteriorating badly. 

They also note that the 
institute will retain everything 
pertaining to Benjamin Franklin, 
to its own history and to current 
curatorial concerns. Moreover, 
they say that local insitutions 
were given extra time to put 
together bids for the sealed-bid 
auction and that an effort will be 
made to ensure that the unique 
collection of trade and 
manufacturing catalogues will 
not be sold to anyone outside 
the immediate area. 


“Some people are sad that 
this grand old library is coming 
to an end, and we are too,” said 
Joel N. Bloom, director of the 
institute. ‘This was a decision 
on the part of the board of 
trustees very specifically to 
concentrate the library in areas 
we feel we have the most to say 
and the most to do in science 
education.” 
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audience; that’s ridiculous,” said
